—<HEY write from Naples of the 9th 
of laf Month, that they have difcover’d 
a New Plor there againft the Govern- 
ment,in which they tell us, feveral Thou- 
fands of People that are well affected to 
the Houfe of Auftria are concern’d ; that great Search 
is made after the Confpirators, and that 6 of them, 
being Carmelite Monks, having fhur themfelves up 
in their Convent, the Viceroy has fent an Exprefs to 
Rome, to ask leave of the Pope to take them out, 
in order to try them afterwards. His Excellency 
apprehending the Confequences of this new Con- 
fpiracy, has confiderably augmented the Guards a- 
bout his own Perfon, as alfo the Garrifons of the 
Caftles of Naples , and has likewife plac’d Corps de 
Guarde in feveral Places of the City. 

Rome, Jan.'13. On Sunday laft the Funeral of 

Signior Zeccadoro were folemniz’d with great Pomp, 
at the Pope’s Charge ; he liv’d 8 Days after he was 
wounded, and by his. Will pardon’d his Murtherer, 
who is not difcover’d yet. The Abbot Battelli is 
made Secretary of the Pope’s ‘Letters in Cypher, and 
Latin, in the Room Of Zeccadoro. The Agent of 
the Cardinal de Medicis, having fent to hima Copy 
of the Proteftation which the Imperial Ambaffador 
caus'd to be affix’d in this City, againft the Proceed- 
ing of that Agent, in'placing the Arms of Frari¢e on 
the Right hand - of thofe of Spain over the Gate of 
the Palace de Medicis,the Cardinal has Order’d him 
to take down borh thofe Arms, and leave only the 
Pope’s over the Gate. ‘The Pope continues refolv'd 
togo to Léretto after Eafter. The Duke d’Uzeda, 
in an Audience thar héhad lately of his Holinefs, 
defir’d him, in the Name of the Viceroy of Naples, 
to grant leave for the taking out of the Convent of 
the barefooted Gatmelires of Naples, fome Monks 
that are concern’d’ in a Confviracy againft that Go- 
vernment that is newly ‘difcover'd. But ‘tis noc 
known yet what Anfwer the Pope feturn’d. him. 
Genoa, Jan: 6, “We have Violent Storm 
here, which has done much Damage to’ the New 
Works that are making fNelter the Harbour, and 
funk 20 Barks. The Bavoy of England affares us, 
that there will very fliértly°come. a Squadron of. 
large Englith Ships ‘of Wat. into’the Mediterranean, 
and thar a gréar ‘niimber of ‘Merchant Ships’ will 
come undér their Convey?! We have Advice that the 
Zealand Capers ‘have taken a'French Ship ‘richly Ia- 
den comirig’ from Our ‘Regency have 
obtain’d leave “Of the Pope ‘to Levy a Subfidy of 
7oooo Livres - “on” the of this “Repub- 
lick ; But the Pricfts, who are tax’d but 3°Crowns 
apiece, make''gréat Complaints againft ‘ir, ‘and will 
pay nothirig,’ pretending they are not able. 

Milan, Jan. 10. Count Cafati is fer out from hence 
to refume’ his’ former Character of Ambaffador® of 
Spain'in Switzerland. This Day 8 Regiments of 
the beft Trodps of France went from hence to re- 
turn into their own Country. ‘The Infantry are gone 
to Embark at Final, and ‘the Cavalry will traverfe 
Piedmont. Above 100 "Gérttians have deferted hi- 
ther from’ the Imperial Army, and havevall taken 


sate in the German Regiment that belongs to this 
tate. 

Venice, Jan. 19. The Carnival is begun, nor is it 
forbidden to: go in Mafquerade, tho’ it was appre- 
hended, that Cuftom would have been abolifh’d. 
The New Fort which the Republick has order’d to 
be built at la Chiozza, is almoft finifh’d, and’a Gar- 
rifon with a great Number of Cannon is already 
fent thither. The great Convoy that is bound for 
the Levant are to Sail to morrow. Officers from 
the Imperial Army arrive here daily, among the reft, 
2 that are going to Vienna, viz. The Marquefs Davia 


Lieutenant General, and the Prince Pio. The French 


have indeed taken Bondanella, but ‘tis but a forry 
Caftle, that was defended only by 50 Germans, who 
before they yielded kill’d 200 of the French. Let- 


ters from Conftantinople of the roth of December, . 


tell us,that the Grand Signior is come into the Neigh- 
bourhood of that City to Hunt : He has caus’d part 
of the Arrears due to the Janifarics to be paid them. 
And this New Vizier continues his Preparations of 
War very Vigoroufly both by Sea and Land, but ‘tis 
not knewn yet with what Defign. Among othets 


he has order’d § large Ships to be built, 3 of 86° 


and 2 of 120 Guns each. To fupport the Charge 
of thefe Preparations, he obliges thofe that are ifi 
Publick Employments to furnifh a certain Sum in 
Proportion to their Abilities. He’ has turn’d our the 
great Treafurer, and Divers other Officers Civil and 
Military, and put others in their Places. The Trou- 
bles in -Afia encreafe, and ‘tis confirm’d that feveral 
Bathaws of thofe Quarters, are drawing their Forces 


together in order to join the Arabs, who have revol- _ 
ted againft the Port. They write from Bruxelles of | 


the 28th of January, that they are levying Infan- 
try at Courtray, to form a Regiment of Flemifhi 
Guards for the King of Spain. That the Marquefs 
de Bedmar Commander General of the Spanifh Ne- 
therlands, has chofen all the Officers of ‘this Regi- 
ment from among the Nobility of Flanders. That 
New Levies and Recruits for the French Forces in 
the Low-Countries, arrive daily on the Frontiérs. 
That they are laying up great Stores of Ammunition 
and Provifions of all Sorts, at-Namur and’ other 
Frontier Towns. And that Orders are come to Va- 
lencienines for getting ready a Train of Artillery of 
150 Pieces of Cannon. Prince Tferclaes de Tilly is 
fent for to Spain to Command the Forces of that 
Kingdom. 

Vienna, Jan. 20. The New Levies for Recruiting 
and Augmenting the Emperor's Troops, go on fuc- 
cefsfully in the Hereditary Countries. The Prepare- 
tions againft the Elector of Bavaria are in‘great for- 
-wardnefs.. The return of the Expreffes that are fent 
to'feveral Princes of Germany to defire Affiftance of 
Forees, is expected very impatiently. Councils of 
War “are held here daily ; and New Inftructions are 
fent to' the Imperial\Envoy in Poland to ufe his ut- 
moft endeavours to difpofe the Kings of Poland and 
Sweden'to Peace. 


Some “Advices from Frankfort of the 28thof 
nuaty fay, that the Troops onthe Ens that are ip A ar 


againft- the Elector of: Bavaria, pafs’d in review be- 
fore Prince Eugene of Savoy on the 26th, who 
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came Poft from Vientra for that purpofe. That a 
Detachment of Bavarians appearing before Langench 
on the Lake of Conftance, hoping to furprize thar 
Place, were repuls’d with Lofs: And that fome 
Troops of the Allies had poffefs'd theméfélves by fur- 
prize of the Town of Meyffemheym, in the Dutchy 
of Deux Ponts. 

Coblentz, Jan. 28. The Allies have put 800 Men 
into the’ Town of Tracrbach : But wait for their 
Heavy Cannon to attack the Caftle as Vigoroufly 
as they intend. P. S. Juft now came the News that 
the Marquefs de Varennes, is on his March with 
15000 French to attempt the Relief of Traerbach, 

London, Jan. 31. The Ludlow Man of War, a 
Fifth Rate, carrying 32 Guns, commanded by Cap- 
tain Cock, going to Holland with Recruits, was 
fome days ago taken and carry’d into Dunkirk ; ‘tis 
faid a French Man of War of 40, and a Privateer of 
25 Guns, took her. 

We are affur’d that His Grace the Duke of Or- 
mond will go this Campaigne to his Command of 
General of the Horfe in Fianders.
